| PLAN NEW SYSTEM OF 
| TEACHER CERTIFICATION 


Proposals for simplification of 
the system of Alberta teacher certi- 
fication have been announced by 
Eric C. Ansley, Secretary of the Al- 
berta Teachers’ Association. 

W.E. Frame, Chairman of the 
Board of Teacher Education and 
Certification, has forwarded Board 
recommendations to all superin- 
tendents of School Divisions, and 
to secretaries of School Divisions 
and Districts. 

“The changes recommended,” 
said Mr. Ansley, “are highly de- 
sireable and perhaps long over- 
due, They would reduce the num- 

led of certificates now being issu- 
ed in the province from 17 to three. 
The proposal is fully in accord 
with the policies of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association who have 
led the movement for simplifica- 
' tion of the certification system.” 

Under the new system only three 
teaching certificates will be issued: 

Temporary—following one year 


grade 12. 
Standard—following — two 
Faculty of Education Training. 
Professional—following three 
years of University. 
“Actually.” pointed out Mr. Ans- 


ley, “no teacher will lose anything 
by the change, and in the long 
run, all will benefit. Many of our 
very best teachers hold Second 


Class certificates under the present 
system, and the change will see 
the Second Class certificate disap- 
pear, to be replaced by an Elemen.- 
tary and Intermediate certificate. 
Teachers with First Class certifi- 
cates and a degree will receive a 
Professional certificate upon re- 
quest. The many other certificates 
now in use will be permitted to

MOTHS BREED IN 
OVERLOOKED PLACES 


According to entomologists of the 
Dominion Department of Agricul. 
ture, one of the worst breeding 
places of clothes moths is often 
overlooked. If there is a hot air fur- 
nace, there are probably whole 
colonies of moths in its cool air 
pipes. Moths feed and flourish on 
the accumulations of lint) which 
collects in the pipes. 


A vacuum cleaner with a long 
extension will remove the lint 
easily, or even a_ long-handled 


broom will serve, The inside of the 
pipes should then be sprayed as 
far down as possible with a house 
hold) spray containing DDT, or 
napthalene flakes or paradichloro- 
benzene crystals may be scattered 
in the pipes.

Conducted on 
Dogpound Creek 


A report on a recent fishery sur- 
vey conducted on Dogpound Creek 
by the Alberta Fisheries Branch 
has been received by the Didsbury 
Fish and Game Association and 
iclow is the text of the report: 

Dogpound Creek was examined 
July 19, 20 and 21, 1948, It consists 
of about 65 miles of water begin- 
ning north of Cochrane and run- 
ning north into the Little Red Deer 
River. The upper half ending at 


Beaverdam Creek, was the only 
portion examined. On this half, 
the uppermost 15 miles are the 


most important. This portion of the 
stream has a moderate flow, grad- 
ient about 37 feet per mile, and 
numerous deep beaver ponds. The 
stream and ponds are densely 
overhung with scrub; so much so 
that casting a fly is a difficult and 
tricky business. The channel is 10-

In this upper part the water is 
clean, but distinetly brownish; the 
pH is 7.7; the beaver ponds are of- 
ten murky with a transparency of 
only two or three feet.
